Boone, N. C. (A P)—In the Blue j 
Ridge mountains of western Nojth j 
Carolina, live children, the oldest 
13, walk five miles a day to school 
—not ordinary miles, 
hut 
miles 
over almost perpendicular moun­ 
tain sides, through three roaring 
mountain streams and down 
a 
rocky trail so steep that it is im­ 
passable save to the 
most 
sure­ 
footed humans. 
These children, sons and daugh­ 
ters of Mrs. 
Ida 
Rogers, living 
high up on a lonely mountainside, 
arise at 5 o’clock each morning 
that they may 
reach school on 
time. 
When 
they return, 
it 
is 
dark. 
Every foot of the way 
is a 
thrilling experience. 
The soil is 
red clay almost to the top of the 
mountain, and it is a constant 
struggle to climb the sticky, slif>- 
pery path. 
It is two and a half 
miles to the bottom and every inch 
of the way is covered with stones 
so sharp that the feet of the chil­ 
dren are 
many 
times 
cut 
and 
bruised. 
There are 
three 
swift 
streams to be crossed 
And 
for 
aLjut a hundred yards a creek is 
part of the trail. 
Although in 
North Carolina, 
children w'ho live more than two* 
anti a one-half miles from schools 
ale not compelled to attend unless 
transportation 
is 
provided, 
the 
children are so eager for an edu­ 
cation that Turner, 
Blanche 
and | 
I^ettie, the three oldest, have miss- i 
ed school only three days in two j 
years. 
Vilas, a nine-year-old boy, cut j 
his feet so badly on stones lust 
winter that he had to remain out 
of school three wrecks, and Marie, 
only six years old, could not a t­ 
tend for three weeks last winter 
since she w-as too small to wade 
through the deep snow drifts. 
Turner, the oldest, has 
led his 
class since he started 
to 
school 
and the marks of the others are 
almost as high. 
I>eft 
penniless 
when her hus­ 
band died, Mrs. Rogers determined 
her children should have the 
ad­ 
vantages other children h|ve. She 
has cleared ground, with the help 
of the children, on which to plant 
enough vegetables to help feed the 
six hungry mouths that her lonely 
little cabin shelters. 
W’hen 
she 


found that the garden did not pro­ 
vide 
enough 
food, 
she 
canned 
fruit. 
To make a little extra 
money with which to buy clothing 
and other essentials, she has strug­ 
gled over the 
rugged 
mountain 
sides to pick galax leaves and wild 
flowers to sell. 
Last 
year 
she 
made $G0 through this endeavor.
